Much more than just a pretty voice 

Siobhan Srogan meets Shakira, the Latin pop diva with a political message 



Short, gorgeous and immensely popular, Colombia's Shakira Isabel Mebarak Ripolli is pop music most eccentric 
renaissance woman. She paints. She sculpts. She learned English from Bob Dylan and Leonard Cohen lyrics, and 
poems by Walt Whitman. She is a Unicef goodwill ambassador and is currently going steady with Antonio de la 
Rua, the son of a former President of Argentina. She has sold 27 million albums since she began her working life 
at the age of 10 performing in a Colombian coal mine - entertaining the miners with her belly dancing.

In addition to all this, Shakira is also an out-spoken opponent to American president 
George Bush and the war in Iraq. At at a recent sold-out concert in front of 15,000 New 
Yorkers, a giant video screen portrayed President Bush as the Grim Reaper playing a 
game of chess with Saddam Hussein. 

"I know pop s\ars are not supposed to stick their noses into politics, but I refuse to be 
blind to what is going on," she screamed to the audience. This is hardly a subtle social 
comment and it was daring for a pop concert in a city still suffering from painful 
9/11. Shakira may have sold millions of albums and accepted the "Latin Britney" label, but political 
the normal behavior of a pop princess. 



"Sometimes people don't want to see pop s-[ars giving their opinion about politics. They think pop s\ars are made 
to entertain. I come from Colombia, a country that has been in a slow, quiet war for 40 years. Growing up with 
this makes you have an opinion. It was a little risky to use my show to deliver a message - many people around me 
told me not to do it - but it was a statement about love and what I feel this world and its leaders are lacking." 



This explanation shows the contradictions behind everything Shakira does. While she wants to make serious 
political observations, she feels it necessary to couch them in less controversial words about love. She points out 
the control she has over her own career, writing and producing her own material, learning English so that she 
would not need someone else to translate her lyrics. Yet, she seems equally at home modeling for men's 
magazines. 

Shakira was born in Barranquilla, an industrial town on the Caribbean coast of Colombia 
and she moved to Miami eight years ago. "I have always been aware of the situation in 
Colombia," Shakira acknowledges. "A five-year-old child there knows what a guerrilla is. 
They probably know who Mickey Mouse is, too. They understand that there is 
injustice." 

Her first song, Your Dark Glasses was a tribute to her father ("My idol," she declares). 
At just the age of 14, she released her first album, Magia, comprising songs she had 
written between the ages of eight and 13. In 1995, her third album, Pies Descalzos, 
sold 4 million copies and Shakira the pop star was born. Encouraged by Latin diva Gloria 
Estef an she spent the next two years studying rhyming dictionaries, the poems of 
Walt Whitman and the lyrics of Leonard Cohen, hoping to learn English. 

"I had to find a way to express my ideas and my feelings, my day-to-day stories, in English." She then went to 
rural Uruguay to write her debut English-language album, Laundry Service. Even more significantly, she dyed her 
black hair blonde on the eve of the album's release in 2001, to the disgust of a number of her original fans. It 
was a fuss over nothing, she says. "I'm not pretending to be American. How could I? I am Colombian. I would 
never abandon the Latin community." 




Considering her busy touring schedule, Shakira also finds it difficult to maintain close relationships with people - 
especially with her current boyfriend, Antonio de la Rua. 
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"At the moment, it is difficult because this tour is so important," Shakira says of 
her relationship, while De La Rua waits patiently in the hotel bar, swigging a 
mineral water. "But he knows that and he's been wanting to give me all of his 
support. I often rely on him and he helps me organize my head. It's so much to 
handle all this and he's a man with clear ideas. He helps me deal with my internal 
mess." 



As the interview finishes up, Shakira smiles, stands and gracefully gets her coat. The car is waiting and Antonio's 
ready to go too. As she leans across to kiss me, her mind is already on the next plane, the next interview, the 
next city she can confuse and conquer.
